Mr. Austin 
nied that he hail done so and said that lie 
was n'ot accustomed to iising such lan- 
guage. • He .had said, however that he 
believed Mr. Kennedy sold liquor on 
Thanksgiving day in vlol.ition.of the ci(y 
ordinance. Me. Kennedy askc'd him to

refused. Then Kennedy commenced ai 
unprovoked assault upon -him; Mr. Atostii 
all the time protesting that hi did not in- 
dulge m such, beastly . practices.
